Brand New New Deal 
Appears; Jobs for All 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (/P)— Senator James E. Murray of 
Montana laid the base for a potential ncw-new-deal in the 
nation's domestic economy today by introducing a aweeping 
"full employment bill." 

Three other Democratic senators joined. In sponsoring the 
legislation — Wagner of-^-New York, Thomas of Utah and 
O'Mahonoy of Wyoming. All are close to the White House and 
their views frequently foreshadow ihoae of the administra- 
tion. 

The bill would establish the 
right to a job as a federal pol- 
icy, for all Americana able to 
work, looking for work, who 
have finished schooling and 
do not have full-time house- 
hold responsibilities. 

It cays if full employment can- 
not be achieved otlierwise. It is the 
federal govcmmcnfs responsibility 
"to provide such volume ot federal 
Investment and expenditure as may 
bo needed" to produce the Jobs.

the federal government.

If the total estimated outgo was 
Jess than that adjudged necessary 
for full employment (President 
Roceevelt has estimated tho post- 
war need for 60,000,000 Jobs) there 
would be deemed lo be a prospcctlvt 
deficit In the national budget.

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POLLING THE POLLSTERS 
Wo hope thQt Eome day there will be a 
gressionnl Investigating committee to Inves' 
tlgate the congressional passion lor Investi- 
gating committees. (Try reading It again, 
little more slowly.) Too often It hns Hecmcd 
that investigation haa been an end In Itself, 
rather than something aimed toward even^ 
tual Icglalatton or reform. 

And so we have hoped. And that hope was 
revived with the publication ot a house cam- 
paign expenditures investigating committee 
report on Dr. George Gallup's poll. Why the 
Investigation was ever undertaken Is some' 
thing of a mystery, but hero In brief are its 
conclusions: 

1. The Oallup organization sincerely tried 
to use scientific methods In forecasting the 
results of the presidential election. 

2. Better sampling msthods ore available, 
and Dr. Gallup should have used thctn. 

3. The Oailup samples must either have 
been Inaccurate or obtained by Improper In- 
terviewing procedure, for the poll underestl- 

' mated the Democratic vote In about two- 
thirds of the states, 

4. Dr. Galtup ought to publish •'raw" figures 
as well OS "adjusted" figures, which take ac- 
count of some imponderables that don't jshow 
on an adding machine. Thus the public could 
draw its own conclusions. 

The only explanation [oi the investigation 
wc can sec is that congress Is going to start 
a free business-consultant scrvtcc. That must 
be it. 

The Gallup poll Is a private business ape- 
cluUzlng in the collection and marketing of 
samples of public opinion. Its only market Is 
newspapers. It does not undertake any sur- 
veys lor Individuals, private firms or political 
groups. It has no govenuncnt contracts. 

Dr. Oallup operates In competition with 
four other leading poll takers. All five firms 
did well this year, artistically and. we hope, 
financially. They did well because none of 
them was ott as much as 2 per cent In lore- 
costing the actual results of civilian ballot- 
ing lor president. 

So it is apparent that, for these five firms, 
accuracy Is not a matter ot congressional 
compulsion. Accuracy Is their bread and but- 
ter. Them as guesses closest gets the most bua- 
lncs3. And if the house committee's aubcom- 
mlttcc of expert government poll lakers was 
able to offer Dr. Gallup any free tips on In- 
creased eiriclency and accuracy, we presume 
that he was duly grateful. 

But if congress Is going to do that for Dr. 
Gallup why shouldn't It do as much for his 
covnpeUtora. or lor any other strictly private, 
nonwar business? 

Well, anyway, we hope the boys had a good 
time investigating. Just tack the bill on our 
taxes, chums. 



• PHILIPPINE PROPERTY 

I Even though General MacArlhur's men 
\ may liberate Luzon in the not too dlEtant f«- 
} ture, New York firms with properties on the 
Islands do not believe there will be swift 
I economic recovery. 

I There were hopes that we might get some 
1 sugar Irom the Philippines to offset the cur- 
I rent scarcities, acute from lack of ahlpplng 
and tho price controversy with Cuban plant- 
I ers. Because Caribbean growers were discour- 
aged by what they believed to bo insufficient 
profits, they harvested 15 per cent less cane 
last year than in 1S43. 

Spokesmen of the trade In New York say 
that in peacetime the Philippines produced 
more than a million tons ol sugar— about a 
third of tho normal Cuban crop. But reliable 
teports reveal that plantations, warehouses, 
machinery and refineries have been damaged 
by the Japs. 

The "Qcrmans lelt French coal mines Intact 
although It would have taken only 10 hours to 
put any one of them out of commission. They 
refrained Irom practising their usual destruc- 
tiveness because the pits are close to the 
frontier and the relchswehr intended to re- 
turn and continue taking the coal. 

But the nips have no such prospects. They 
know that once they are kicked out of the 
Islands they can never go bacli. As they 
have time enough to scorch the earth, they 
will probably do a thorough Job of demo- 
lition. 

Tokyo capitalists operate the coconut oil 
mills, alcohol distilleries, lumber mills, cold 
storage, cordage, cigarette and cement fac- 
tories through puppet Filipino managers. 
The enemy bosses know ejtactly how to smash 
machinery In the manner to do the most 
lasting harm.

Tlie scUon of the now Qcvett administration In 
rotalnlns In the slate lUghway department tho key 
executive personnel from tlie outgoing admlnlstraUon, 
Uled Itchiilclans and enalncers who have Bcr%crt Idaho 
tnlthtuUy and well, obviously Is a step In tho right 
direction. Bilt ths fact remains that this Is the 
exception lo tho rule In Idaho and an unusual example 
ot the devotion of an administration to the public 
nterest rather than to Us partisan poUUcal Interest. 
There 1» no iiuurancc tlial luluro stale ndmlnls-

ion weal. 

That li the reason that public sentiment In Idaho 
as been slowly but atcadlly developing In favor ot the 
principle ot adopting the merit system for selecting 
and reialnUig stale emploj'es, parUcularly In tho 
deparltnenls whose services require technical knowl- 
edge and experience to assure efllclency. The people 
lo not ivant to risk the possibility that the future 
ndmlnlsiraUoiu may bo more dmled to the spoils 
syatcm tlian lo good govcmment. Tliey want the 
excepUon to be made the rule, through mandatory 
legislative action. 

No one pretends thHt the adoption of a merit ^yslem 
would automatically solve all problems of publln 
personnel, but the people are convinced that It would 
bo a lotie and necessary advance toward the goal. 
Tho trend haa been In Uils direction ever since leai, 
when Iho asaasalnaUon ot President Qarfleld by n 
disappointed Job-ieeker awakened the nation to tho 
need ol using civil service to rectify the then scan-

Alreadj' however, some of tho In- 
tclUgcnl labor loaders are begin- 
ning to admit that the Wagner 
Act which they thoughtlessly hail- 
ed as Jobor^s magna charto, is not 
a charier of freedom tor tmlonlam 
but an pssumption by tho govern- 
ment ot functJona which unloiu In 
n state ot freedom must perform 
for themselves. Newspapers long 
ago and In the face ot pubUo pre- 
judice created by new deal propa- 
ganda and at the cost ot long and 
expensive harroasment by govern- 
ment and tlie unions first pointed 
out man trope In this act which 
studious union men now belatedly 
recognlrc. CXinsequenUy even in un- 
ionism there Is a rising demand for 
revision of ths Wagner act. Radio 
has no crusade, no dmpara-tile re- 
form to Its credit, tor all Its free- 
dom ot expression. 

On tho contrary. It has lent Its 
dangerous facilities lo malevolent 
propagandists and In some conspi- 
cuous cases has deliberately re- 
tained on the air broadcastcra 
known to bo untruthful and scur- 
rilous merely because their excit- 
ing delivery of false or distorted 
material In tho sulse ol nen-j and 
comment attracted large audiences 
to -whom radio adverllsera, paying 
heavily for their time, wanted to 
sell their goods. 

At best, radio Buffets from prob- 
lems that never have beset the 
press and In these perplexities 11 
deserves sympathy and a wlIllnB- 
n ess to understand. Unlike the press 
It belongs to the people themselves, 
nitretoie. any ptessurs group may 
set up a demand for lime In which 
lo foment hate and howl for Its 
freedom of expression over a means 
of expression whoso owners are the 
American public. And because 
Blralghl ndvcrllslng copy Is loo dull 
for even tho most Ignorant minds 
radio advertisers appeal for notice 
"id favor mostly by entertainment 
Id sciualional harrangues. 
But how much liberty or license 
should an advertiser be allowed to 
promote hU sales In return for his 
money paid at the box office? 
Some yearn ago crowds picketed a 
Etallon which had refused to per- 
" ■" clerGS'man to broadcast un- 
e first submitted his copy 
for approval. Tho picKeLj were ugly 
and many of them obviously wero 
Jcw-ballcrs and pro-naEls. 

The clergyman's following were 
protcslltig In the cause ot Irocdom ot 
expre.wton but they forgot that not 
long before members ot this cxhjrt- 
fnltli had driven off iho 
lis same station, a hate- 
preacher who had abused all mem- 
tets ol his tlolh and lallh. Cnn- 
tclencc and Intelligence, courage 
ipect for truth are too rare 
among the executives ot radio. 

It Is depressing lo hear the ehlct 
of a niitlonal dialn say with splrll- 
ncsa icslgnmion that ho connot si- 
lence a man whom he knows tor 
an unscrupulous and malicious 
blackguard because Ilie broadcaster 
liaJ\ too strong n hold on a public' 
W'hlch has already been shamefully 
bclrnyed by radio Into this slate ot 
credulous deception.
